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—37. (New) An editing system as claimed in claim 1, wherein said one or more initial 
sequences are captured at a frame rate of 24 per second and each frame comprises 625 image 
lines, and the input circuit is arranged to receive the data and transfer the same to the store at an 
input rate substantially corresponding to 25 frames per second and 625 lines.— 



—38. (New) An editing system as claimed in claim 37, wherein said processor is arranged to 
edit data at a processed data rate substantially corresponding to 24 frames per second and 625 
lines, and the output circuit is arranged to output data at an output data rate substantially 
corresponding to the processed data rate.— 

—39. (New) An editing system as claimed in claim 37, wherein said processor is arranged to 
edit data at a processed data rate substantially corresponding to 24 frames per second and 625 
lines, and the output circuit is arranged to output data at an output data rate substantially 
corresponding to 30 frames per second and 525 line.— 

—40. (New) An editing system as claimed in claim 39, wherein said processor is arranged to 
extract frame data from the frame-random access store as pairs of interleaved fields and to repeat 
the transfer of one field of each pair to the output circuit thereby causing the output circuit to 
output the edited sequence at said frame rate of 30 per second.—
